"These sums, if spent with local 
merehants would make busines-s 
better in the smalier communi¬ 
ties," he said, “and as the whole¬ 
salers would be selling to the lo¬ 
cal merctiants anyway, they 
Would not lose by- the change. 
Decentralization of county gov¬ 
ernment is needed. There are 
many things which the munici¬ 
palities could do by contract with 
the County, but there are also 
many funelions which belong 
properly to the municipality."

Looking around was easy the 
pictures on the walls were framed 
by the gorgeous and healthful 
beauty of many of -Sierra Madre's 
lad.s. lasses and dames, giving all 
a warm welcome, lending a social 
charm to the continuous parade 
of admiring townsfolk around the 
Council chamber, known during 
art exhibits as “The Little Gal¬ 
lery.' The jugs of wine in the 
pictures some so lifelike they 
looked ready to pour, led some 
venerable citizens and many 
others direct to the punch bowl 
Over in the corner an engin¬ 
eer's chart told of the accomp¬ 
lishment of the League in its 
first year of existence- 101 class¬ 
es, 1331 student!!, an average at¬ 
tendance at the senii-weekiy 
classes of 13.1.

Clarification of the elgibility 
of home owners to obtain aid 
from the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation in reconditioning of 
homos is contained in a state¬ 
ment just received in California 
4 from the Home Loan Bank Board 
in Wa.shington. 

Authority to make loans for 
the purpo.se of repairing and re- 
^ conditioning of homes was 
granted in an amendment made 
recently to the original act by 
Congress. The Board's statement 
says: 

“There seems to be a rather 
general impre.ssion that the re¬ 
cent amendment passed by Con¬ 
gress empowers the Homo Owm- 
ers’ Loan Corporation to lend 
money to all home owners who 
desire to recondition their prop¬ 
erty. 

“This is incorrect. The Corpor¬ 
ation is authorized to lend money 
for reconditioning only to home 
owners in financial distress, and 
in most cases only in connection 
with its refinancing operations 
'I'hc (iiorporation may make loans 
ot the following group of home 
owners: 

“1-—Those who have already 
secured loans from the Corpora¬ 
tion. 

“2 Those who are eligible to 
have their mortgages taken over 
by the Corporation. (To be el- 
gible, a home owner must bo fi- 
nancially unable to make pay- 
merits on his present mortgage 
unable to obtain financing else- 
wdiere, and actually faced with 
foreclo.sure or tax sale; the prop- 
erty must be a dwelling for not 
more than four families, worth 
not more than $20,000, and must 
be the owner’s liomc or home¬ 
stead. ) 

“3—Those who have their 
homes clear of any mortgage; 
but only if they cannot get loans i 
from any private lending agency ! 

“Thus the Corporation is au- | 
thoi-ized to make loans for re- ( 
conditioning only to tho.se home | 
owners who are in some form of 
credit distress. Furthermore. ■ 
practically all loans for recondi¬ 
tioning will be in addition to 
loans for refinancing mortgage.s. 

“Applications for loans for re¬ 
conditioning or refin.ancing from 
those who are not eligible can 
not be considered. Home owners 
who are not in credit distre.ss are 
urged, therefore,

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GARDEN NOTES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Liandscape Gardener 

P LAN your garden so that 
you will have at least one 
shady, secluded nook where 
you can enjoy rest and coolness 
during the hot summer days. 
Plant a few shade trees. Screen 
out the neighbors with some 
dense shrubbery so that you can 
enjoy a little privacy when you 
feel like resting in the fresh air. 
Native Sycamore trees and Aca¬ 
cia trees are useful for quick 

Dense growing shrubs that can 
be used for screening are Pri¬ 
vets, Pittosphorums, Eugenias, 
Cotoneasters, Pyracanthia, Myr- 
tus. Oleanders and Hybiscus. 

A small pool and a bit of 
lawn near the shady nook is re¬ 
freshing and helps to make you 
feel cooler. 

Beds that have contained 
spring flowering plants can now 
be cleaned out, spaded, fertilized 
and replanted with summer 
blooming plants such as Asters. 
Zinnias, Marigolds, Petunias. 
Chrysanthemums and Pentste- 
mon. Shady beds can be planted 
to Begonias, Columbine, Lobelias 
and Ageratum. 

Orange, Lemon, Grapefruit. 
Tangerine and Avocado trees can 
be planted now. They are sub¬ 
tropical plants and like warm 
weather. 

Chrysanthemums and Dahlia 


plants should be cut back now 
so that they will develop into 
strong bushy plants. 

Use sulphur freely around th» 
garden to prevent mildew. Roses, 
Chrysanthemums, Dahlias and 
Delphiniums are all subject to 
mildew. Keep poisons out for 
snails.

Reconditioning Of 
PJC Provided For 
In School Budget 


Plans calling for $290,000 for 
immediate repairs at the Junior 
College and the Washington Jun¬ 
ior High School in Pasadena 
were included in a $3,246,000 ten¬ 
tative school budget submitted to 
the Board of Education this week 
by Superintendent John A. Sex- 
son. To meet the extra $290,000 
building costs only $52,800 will 
be raised by additional taxation, 
he says. Trimming of reserve 
funds and cutting into unexpected 
balances will take care of the 
rest. The tentative tax rate will 
be $1.59 plus three cents for 
bond interest and redemption on 
the elementary issue floated last 
year. 

The building program necessary 
to restore the schools will call 
for $860,000. The repairs will save 
the necessity of expending nearly 
$100,000 for additional temporary 
shelters next year. The board was 
forced to a decision by Pasa¬ 
dena’s action in serving notice 
that after July 1st the school 
buildings will be condemned. 
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NATION’S LEADING 
SPEED DEMONS COMING 


New heights of motorcycle

T hat old-fashloned. all-Ameri- 
caji institution — the farm 
family—still flourishes! 

On the Pacific Coast, for ex¬ 
ample, the bumper baby crop of 
1933 has boosted farm popula¬ 
tion to a new, all-time high. 

And in the Nation at large, 
according to the United States 
Bureau of Agricultural Eco¬ 
nomics, the robust farm family 
outstripped both death and the 
depression to establish a new 
record. 

Mounting to a total of 1,211,- 
000, farm population in the three 
Pacific Coast states— California, 
Oregon and Washington—showed 
a net gain of more than 3,000, 
despite the fact that 72,000 farm¬ 
ers migrated to the cities during 
the year and only 66,000 city 
residents shifted to the country. 

Nationally the number of farm¬ 
ers, and farmer's wives and child¬ 
ren, jumped to 32,509,000—an in¬ 
crease of 267,000 in the farm 
population, according to the fed¬ 
eral report. 

Shifting trends of the depres¬ 
sion and post-depression periods 
were clearly indicated in the fed¬ 
eral analysis, however, with the 
showing that 1,178,000 country 
people moved city-ward during 
the year, while approximately 
951,000 urban residents looked for 
greener pastures in the country. 

Only the high birth rate “back 
on the farm,’’ offsetting migra¬ 
tion and death losses at a single 
stroke, accounted for the net in¬ 
crease in farm population. City 
birth rates, on the other hand, 
dropped sharply, due to dwindling 
income and the whims of depres¬ 
sion.
